US OPPOSED TO 
INTERFERENCE 


United Nations, Feb. 6. 


The United States is opposed to the Afro-Asian rgso- 


lution tabled before the Political 


Committee of the 


General Assembly, Mr Henry Cabot Lodge, the American 
delegate, said at the resumed debate on Algeria this after- 


noon. 


He added that the US Govern 
ment was also opposed to United 
Nations interference in the in- 
ternal affairs of member coun- 
tries, 

My Lodge sald ‘the French 
plin fer a ceasefire, elections, 
and negotlations constituted 
progress lowards a settlement of 
the Algerian situation. 


SPAIN’S CONCERN 


Speaking before Mr Lodge, 
the Spanish delegate, Jose Felix 
De Lequeriea, recalled Spain's 
role in Algerian history, and 
added that Spain remained con- 
etrned over the fate of Algeria, 

‘He said Algeria was ao Medi- 
terrancan problem, a problem of 
Southern Europe to avhich France 
should find a ‘solution. 

He quoted from spocches 
made by the Spanish chief of 
state, Franctsoo. Franco, stating 
that it was necessary to find a 
“new conception” ang to settle 
“the colonial problem within 
the framework of the Sovict 
threat.” 


French — delegate, | Jacques 
Soustclle, then took the floor ic 
reply to the delegato of Syria, 
who had earlier spoken criticis- 
ing France. Soustello said he 
regretted the Syrian ‘delegato's 
impassioned utterances “which 
nes Gar Wie peeran oe Shae 
alepp generally accepte 
Umits of International courtesy.
